Angeles ha9 superior 
claims. Both places, with their re­ 
spective advantages, are necessary for 
Southern California. 
We have never 
reached our point. 
Last spring the 
towns were both alike in one particular. 
It was-admitted that neither of them 
had sufficient accommodations for 
visitors expected the present season. 
Los Angeles, with a hudred times the. 
means, has talked, Santa Farbara 
has acted. Her lumber monopoly has 
been broken down from $32 50 and up­ 
ward to $20 per thousand feet. She 
has built a hundred houses, the past 
season. 
Ham mer and saw are now- 
heard there on every side. 
Los Ange­ 
les cannot accommodate a corporal’s 
guard of those who are coming. These 
tw-o or three or a dozen large property 
holders combine, organise, for the use 
of their own capital, and for that of 
others to build houses, buy pictorials 
of Santa Barbará and send them to 
the world. Here we talk only. There 
ought to be $10,000 put into the hands 
of the Chamber of Commerce; to spend 
for pictorials, in organizing forces, in 
arranging to use the capital of others, 
(capital from abroad), for building a 
Sanitarium, building and selling cot­ 
tages, and for doing a thousand things 
necessary to the welfare of this place. 
A .dollar will be returned for every ten 
cents that may be contributed. If you 
don’t think so, go and see the price of 
real property in Santa Barbara to-da.v. 


San Fernando. 


For the past few days the papers in 
Srn Diego have been troubled in spirit. 
In fact it is quite apparent that soon 
in that region there will be an editor 
or two a fit candidate for the insane 
asylum. W e have no objection to San 
Diego becoming a large city, or adver­ 
tising herself that she may become 
such, for every citizen that is brought 
into Sonthern California will assist our 
own city. San Diego must eat; then, 
too, no city of a hundred thousand in­ 
habitants, and Los Angeles will have 
that number in a dozen years,—no city 
was ever built w-ithout surrounding 
cities of lesser importance. San Diego 
will become an important little port, 
and we are glad of it.

And if our San 
Diego friends have any other city in 
Los Angeles county, which is going 
to be built, our joy will know no 
bounds.

Boys and F irearms. 
In another column the details of the 
case of Gervasio Valencia are given. 
There is a moral attached to this case j 
which all California ought to regard. 
A healthy little boy nine years of age, 
is lying mortally wounded in this city, 
at the hands of a companion. If his 
wounds do not prjve mortal, at all 
events his eyesight is destroyed, his 
teeth are shot out, and the pellet in 
his brain will probably affect his rea­ 
son. 
Let us review the cause and 
effect, and take the effect first. 
A 
child of tender age is lying in indes­ 
cribable agony with fifty-seven shot in 
his face and eyes alone. 
He is sur­ 
rounded by his father and relatives, 
whose mental agony perhaps exceeds 
the physical sufferings of the little 
boy. 
The boy who discharged the 
weapon is nearly demented from grief. 
It is a fact that he knelt before his 
father and his mother and begged them 
to put an end to his life. The sorrow 
and agony entailed by the act of a 
thoughtless boy are indescribable, and 
the misery entailed is unappreoiable. 
A year ago Ban Francisco papers 
commented on the fact of Ixtys carry­ 
ing pistols and knives. It was shown 
that this practice was the rule rather 
than the exception. The fact admits 
of no denial, and the effects of it are 
that a race of hoodlum desperadoes is 
springing up in place of the genera­ 
tion of cultivated gentlemen who 
should mature from the educational 
advantages afforded them. 
The cause may generally be imme­ 
diately referred to parents. One of the 
curses of the State of California to-day, 
is that parents do not restrain the 
vicious proclivities of their children 
sufficiently, or keep them under con­ 
trol. If every father flogged h¡9 boy in 
the good old fashioned way, every 
time he lied, or was disobedient, or 
gave indications of precocious vicious­ 
ness, or habitual heedlessness, poor 
little Valencia would not now be 
stretched sightless on his bed of agony, 
and countless sorrow would be spared 
to all connected with or interested in 
this unhappy case of accidental shoot­ 
ing.

Preparing for a Raid. 


The Boston Olobe, a staunch liadieal 
journal, in referring to the numerous 
evidences of a design to make a raid on 
Congress with a view to securing mon­ 
etary aid for the collapsed Northern 
Pacific railroad project, says that so far 
as practicable all letters received from 
the Stanley expedition, which showed 
the worthless character of the larger 
portion'of the lands over which this 
and the last year’s surveys have been 
made, have been suppressed and kept 
from publication. 
“Bo cleverly has 
the Cooke influeuee been placed where 
it would do the most good in this re­ 
gard,” says the writer, “ that within 
my personal knowledge portions of let­ 
ters designed for publication and sent 
to army and department officers, have 
been manipulated and edited.” The 
same journal says that an Assistant 
Secretary, who lias visited a consider­ 
able part of Montana through which 
the road will pass, declared it an ut­ 
terly worthless region. It is a noto­ 
rious fact that the Cookes made use of 
rooms in the national capítol for the 
transaction of their personal business. 
The House post-office was thus used, 
and Win. E. Chandler, an attorney for 
the Northern Pacific road, made his 
head-quarters in the rooms of the Ser­ 
geant-at-Arms; while H. D. Cooke al­ 
ways had a room in the capítol at his 
disposal to receive his friends, whether 
their business was connected with 
floating North Pacific bonds or getting 
contracts for worthless pa vemeuts to be 
laid in W ashington, all of which 
served to give an unauthorized but 
none the less effective appearance of 
government sanction to the operations 
of the Cooke Brothers. Still this, al­ 
though reprehensible in the extreme, 
is of trifling account compared with 
the grave offense charged by the Olobe, 
of perverting information received from 
a government expedition in order to 
inveigle the people into investing their 
money in worthless bonds. 


P i s c i c u l t u r e . —Our friend F. A. 
Sprague of the Sespe, has been experi­ 
menting recently in the flsh e u ltu r, 
and thus far with good success. 
He, 
in the first place built a small dam 
with a screen, across a little creek, 
coming from springs, which rise on 
his ranch, and this formed a very nice 
little clear fresh lake. 
He put in forty 
or fifty small trout about the first of 
September, and now they arc quite 
large. 
He thinks Aviien the spawning sea­ 
son arrives, that his little family of 
forty or fifty,will soon be increased to as 
many hundred; and that he can make, 
by increasing the size of his lake, a 
successful and profitable business of 
trout raising. Those which were mere 
minnows when put in the lake, are 
now a foot long.—[Ventura Signal.

The Great Tichborne Case. 


The Home New*, the English news­ 
paper for America, India and Aus­ 
tralia, has the following about the 
world-wide “Tichborne Case." 
It is 
so important that its progress is tele­ 
graphed here. Last evening’s Expre** 
chronicled the final exam ination of 
witnesses: 
Some novelty of incident marked 
the reopening of the Tichborne case. 
The editor of a country newspaper was 
sentenced to a fine of £150 for writing 
an article affirming that the defendant 
had been proved not to be Orton. But 
higher game was flown at on the other 
side, and Dr. Kenealy delivered a sav­ 
age philippic against the Time*' law 
report, Which he declared to be habit­ 
ually summarised in a way deliber­ 
ately calculated to destroy the value 
of the evidence for the defendant. 
Dr. Kenealy blazed away, using big 
dictionary and historical words, in a 
flaming speech, which the Times next 
day unkindly said had probably been 
prepared to please those who would no 
longer be allowed to see the defendant 
at meetings and pigeon shootings. 
But the Court, allowing that it had, 
three weeks feack, adverted to the 
question, and not having any proof 
that since its hint to the press any­ 
thing that could be complained of had 
been done, declined to interfere, and 
signified to Mr. Finlaison, the report­ 
er, (who was particularly desirous of 
castigating Dr. Kenealy), that he had 
no locu* standi. 
The Times asserts that such a sum­ 
mary as it gives is necessary for the 
comprehension of the case, but wishes 
that the “ whole miserable business” 
were over. It will not be over before 
Christmas at the present rate of pro­ 
gression. Miss Braine, who liad a 
sm art encounter with Mr. Hawkins, 
has been examined, as have a lot of 
ex-Carabaneers, sober and otherwise. 
The rabble who erowd at W estm ins­ 
ter to cheer the defendant and his ad­ 
vocate now behave so atrociously that 
the police have had to deal w ith them, 
and a batch of seven were arrested. 
Six were let off on recognisances, but 
one was sent to gaol for a m onth’s 
hard labor. Mr. W halley has returned, 
and has begun to clamor in the papers, 
but with “ bated breath,” as the Court 
is not inclined to perm it any more 
liberties.

The 
true position, after calm reflection, 
seems to be this: The city located the 
gasworks, and no doubt the company 
will remove to anothersite, if they ure 
indemnified, and the cost be puid by 
thecity. Under the terms of the con­ 
tract, no other company can start in 
opposition, without rendering the au­ 
thorities liable to suit ut the bunds of 
the gas company. 
But whether the 
gas company is to move at the expense 
of the city, or move at all, or whether 
it is right in this contest or wrong, 
this fact remains: Citizens are deter­ 
mined to have gas at any cost, and will 
not allow a quarrel between two cor­ 
porations to deprive them of their 
rights. Somehow or other the lamps 
must be Ut, and that speedily. 
Mr. Sheppard was actively engaged 
yesterday, in moving from his old 
premises' to those formerly occupied 
by Roe & Garden. 
The telegraph 
office will he situated in the rear of 
the store, and messages will be receiv­ 
ed at the counter.

Yesterday a H e r a l d reporter ac­ 
companied Dr. Gelcich to the house of 
Romualdo Sanchez, where the unfor­ 
tunate child Gerbacio Valencia is ly­ 
ing. The history of the child is briefly 
as follows: When only eight months 
old he was adopted by Sanchez and 
his wife, who have tended him us their 
own child up to the present time. The 
boy’s mother died in giving birth to 
him, and his father is a hard-working 
resident of Lone Pine. Although sep­ 
arated from his child by a large tract 
of country, the father manages to see 
him several times- a year. He arrived 
yesterday while the H e r a l d reporter 
was visiting the child, and seemed ut­ 
terly prostrated by grief. He knelt by 
his boy’s bedside, and gave way to his 
long pent-up agony in a manner that 
rendered it necessary to remove him 
from the child’s side on account of the 
injurious effect to the sufferer. 
As stated in yesterday’s issue, there 
are 57 shot in the child’s face. Most 
of these have been extracted, with the 
exception of one which entered the 
head about an inch over the right eye, 
and has, as is supposed, penetrated the 
brain. The extraordinary thing is that 
the child is conscious, and, in a certain 
sense, doing well. Dr. Gelcich lias not 
thought it necessary to remove the shot 
from his hands aud other portions of 
the body, which do not immediately af­ 
fect the question of his life, but the boy 
eats and drinks light food, and his or­ 
gans of digestion, etc., are in perfect or­ 
der. The cornea of the eyes is wounded, 
and they are suppurating freely. The 
sigiit was destroyed at once, entirely, 
and forever; the teeth are all broken, 
and some shot out; the ears are muti­ 
lated with shot, and the cheeks, nose 
and forehead are horribly disfigured. 
The poor child is constantly trying to 
rub his face with his hands and it is 
necessary to hold him. in order to pre­ 
vent his irritating his wounds. 
By 
Dr. tielcich’s advice lie has been mo­ 
ved from the bed to the floor, as even 
the sbakiug of the bed was deemed 
hurtful to the bruin. The Dr. asked 
him where the pain was, and the 
boy at onoe placed his hand near the 
right eye where (it is feared) the shot 
has entered the brain 
and said, 
“aqul.” 
The father was at Lone 
Pine, at the date of the accident, 
and a message was sent to him as 
fast 
as 
the 
stage 
coach 
and 
telegraph could connect with him.* 
Allusion has been made to his agony 
at seeing the little boy. It was really 
indescribable. Spanish grief is at all 
times emotional, this was positively 
painful in the extreme. The rest of the 
sad story is soon told. Contreras the 
boy who shot Valencia, is nearly be­ 
side himself with grief. He says he 
killed ids best friend, and on his knees 
he implored his father and mother to 
take away his life. The lesson to be 
derived trom this unhappy accident 
may be found on perusal of our editor­ 
ial columns.

High Tide in New York. 


At eleven o'clock thin morning the 
tide in the North River, was higher 
than at any tim e «nice the 7th of 
March, two years ago. 
Many of the 
basements in Exchange Place were 
flooded, and there was barely space 
between the end of the ferry bridge 
and the roof of the ferry house for 
covered express wagons to pass. The 
basement restaurant at the Northern 
Hotel, foot of Cortland street, was 
flooded with two feet of water, and 
many of the basements along West 
street were also flooded, doing much 
damage. 
The tide rose so high in the river 
that ferry boiits were rooked like row 
boats on its bosoiu. 
The docks and 
ferries 
suffered to a great extent 
from the lashing of the waves, and to 
t lie great alarm of passengers. 
At the Hoboken ferries the tide rose 
above the dock, and flowed in upon 
them until they were covered with 
water tw o feet in depth. 
Each boat at 
its landing was, under these circum­ 
stances, about six or eight feet above 
tiie level of the dock, while the water 
from the river finally flow’ed out upon 
the streets leading to the ferry, and 
covered the busement of the new hotel 
now in course of erection. 
There is an unusual overflow, but 
there is uo excuse for not taking the 
proper precautions to prevent a sim i­ 
lar occurrence again. 
Traffic, and 
even the progress of foot passengers, 
was stopped for a considerable time. 
Along South and West streets, near­ 
ly all the cellars were' flooded, but, 
owing to the precursors sent forward 
to warn of its approach, the high tide 
did little damage. 
In West street the effect of the 
rising of the water was uiQre disastrous 
than in South street. In some portions 
of the street the high water hud forced 
itself through, the sewers and in their 
vicinity the 
streets 
were flooded. 
Many of the dining saloons in the cel­ 
lars on that street were obliged to 
close, and the proprietors of such es­ 
tablishments will 
i»e the greatest 
sufferers from the high water. 
At one o’clock the tide subsided, and 
the water-was again drawn back into 
the river.
